000.000 tons of coal yearly, pro- 
duces under 10,000.000 loiu of coke 
and more than 100,000,000 gallons 
of coal tar.

McGill Acquires Former Ross 
House as Men's Residence

The Former homo of Cmdr. J. 
K. L. ltoss on upper Peel sired 
once one of Hip grand mansions 
and show places of Montrent, 
has been acquired from lite Do- 
minion Government by McGill 
University for convert ion into a 
residence for men students, il 
was announced yesterday by 
University authorities. 

During the war (he house 
served as a barracks for the 
Canadian Women's Army Corps 
and since then it has been used 
Toy the Royal Canadian Army 
.Medical Corps reserve units. 

The acquisition, made poss- 
ible through funds provided by 
J; \V. McConncll, is expected to 
alleviate the urgent shortage of 
housing for students. About 130 
will be* accomodated in the rcsi 
dence, which will be used on a 
temporary basis, the university 
reported. 

The house which is situated at 
3544 Peel street and runs through 
to. Stanley street, and adjoins Mc- 
Intyre Park, which was presented 
to the university last year by Mrs. 
A. A. Hodgson, Mrs. Lewis, Rcdford. 
Mrs. R. A. Snowball and Duncan 
Mclntyre Hodgson. 

Because of its temporary nature. 
University authorities said, the ac- 
commodations will not be compar- 
able to that in other McGill resi- 
dences, but rates will be slightly 
lower. Meals will not be available 
on the premises, although it is 
hoped that breakfast will be served. 

The great demand for rooms at 
McGill is illustrated in I he fact 
that there arc already 340 more 
applications for residence than can 
be accommodated, and thus Ross 
House Is expected to greatly help 
In meeting the urgent problem. 

It was one of the most elaborate 
residential properties in Montreal, 
and with its auxiliary buildings. It 
was at various times valued 
at from $500,000 to $1,000,000. It 
covers almost 93,000 square feet of 
land, which alone at one time was 
valued at $300,000. 
"y Cmdr. Ross disposed of the house 
in 1035, when it was bought at an 
auction by Montreal Trust Co. act- 
ing for an undisclosed buyer. The 
auctioneer estimated the value of 
the property at more than a million 
dollars. The mansion was sold to 
the Dominion Government in 1043 
and converted it into a C.W.AC 



barracks.

The Graduates' Society of McGill 
University last Saturday issued a 
special appeal to all graduates lo 
support the Alma Mater Fund of 
the society through a plan of "an- 
nual giving." 

In a circular letter. E. P. Taylor, 
fund chairman, appealed for "the 
ovalanche that will smother Mc- 
Gill's growing forest of financial 
troubles." 

Educational needs of today pre- 
sent an increased responsibility for 
McGill "as one of the oldest and 
largest of Canadian universities and 
as Canada's greatest privately 
endowed university," says the book- 
let, cnttilcd "A Living Endow- 
ment," which accompanied Mr. 
Taylor's letter.

"The reason is entirely financial. 

"As a privotcly endowed univer- 
sity, McGill is supported by stu- 
dent fees and by the income from 
its isvested capital. 

"That capital was freely given 
to the university. . .and as a re 
suit McGill is vigorous and inde 
pendent — subservient to no spe- 
cial-Interest group. 

"The shift in our economy to high 
operating costs and low return on 
Investments has made it incrcas 
ly difficult for McGill to balance its 
operating budget. Additionol funds 
are needed now primarily to main- 
tain and cquio libraries, laborato- 
ries and lecture halls and to pay

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Books as Propaganda 



"I declare unto you that two or three books 
of the calibre of Harriet Bcccher Stowe's "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin," or John Steinbeck's "Grapes of 
Wrath," or Wendell Willkic's "One World" have 
the power to revolutionise the thought and ac- 
tion of a whole nation, either for good or ill." 
(Professor N. A. Ford, Professor of English, 
Morgan State College, Baltimore, Maryland). 

If there is power in books to mold public 
opinion and agitate it to a degree sufficient for 
social revolution, then the propaganda trend in 
books of the past century and particularly the 
last few decades might have been expected to 
produce a better situation than there exista in 
the world today. 

In the period since the last Great War, the 
social and economic inequalities present all over 
the world have been well and capably reflected in 
the works such as John Steinbeck's "Grapes of 
Wrath," John Dos Passos' "U.S.A.," and Max- 
well Anderson's "Wintcrset." This represents the 
power of good. 

Gocbbels word factory in the past two dec- 
ades is an example of the power for ill. Objec- 
tively, it looks as if the ills can "spot the good 
cards and spades and still come out winning." 
Tho power for good can point to significant im- 
provements in our social and economic -setups. 
The public attitude toward greater equality and 
fraternity for minorities are evidenced by the 
growth of such organizations as the National 



Association for the advancement of colored 
people, the Southern Conference for Human Wei 
fare, committees for the abolition of discrimina 
tions, interracial committees for the improve- 
ment of race relations, the admission of negro 
players into national baseball clubs, the break 
down of the color bar in admission to many 
southern universities, and the refusal of many 
Northern and Western Universities to play foot- 
ball with Southern Universities that bar com- 
petition with negro players.

Music This Week

TWO PIANO RECITALS 

After listening to Beethoven's 
Sonata in E major as the first work 
played by Paul dc Marky at his 
concert Inst Friday evening, it was 
obvious why the rest of the pro- 
gram was made up of selections 
written by the more romantic and 
modern composers. Including the 
performer himself. The entire 
sonata was executed in a manner 
which certainly could not be con- 
sidered as good Beethoven style. 
His interpretation was too mechani- 
cal— like a Hanon exercise contain- 
ing half-hearted attempts to infuse 
feeling into it. The technique used 
was not neat, the co-ordination was 
poor, and the pianist at times had 
a tendency to treat some passages 
in an abruptly modernistic manner. 

Mr. de Marky's playing of the 
Chopin selections was more com 
mcndable. although even here, the 
music lacked a certain amount of 
feeling. However, when he began 
Schumann's Carnival, one felt im 
mediately more at ease. The music 
itself Is charming, nnd the pianist 
took full advantage of it. giving 
each scene mignonne the mood 
which it demanded. 

The second part of the program 
contained three selections written 
by Mr. de Marky himself; two songs 
for the piano, and his arrangement 
of Strauss' Emperor Waltz. The 
music contained in the songs un- 
doubtedly has much merit, although 
at times, the composer used some 
hackneyed musical devices to pre 
sent his ideas to the audience. But 
his arrangement of Strauss simply 
docs not apply to the stately Em- 
peror Waltz. He presented a jazzed- 
up . version— almost frenzied in 
places— the music of which failed 
to have any value other than per 
haps to serve as a contrast to the 
rest of the program. 

•:• ❖ ❖ 

The piano recital last Thursday 
evening by Vladimir Sokoloff was 
ruined by the most impolite aud- 
ience of Montrcalers ever gathered 
together at a recital. The assembled 
spectators shifted from side to side 
on their hard, squeaky seats, talked 
tittered and generally were about 
as discourteous as was humanly 
possible. One gentleman insisted on 
waiting until the music had started 
and then asked his neighbours in 
a loud whisper what the name of 
the selection was. And none of 
them seemed to mind eitherl The 
piano, to make matters worse, had 
a hard metallic sound in Its upper 
registers and was generally ob 
jectlonable. 

With three strikes against him 
before he even started, it is sur 
prising, and a tribute to Mr. So-

Blue Chips for the Good 



John S t e i n b c c k's "Grapes of Wrath" is 
powerful propaganda ngainst the ill-treatment 
of tennant-farmers and transient workers in Ok- 
lahoma and California. It is propaganda against 
the brutality of law-enforcing officers, who ap- 
pear to be owned and controlled by the captains 
of industry. It is propaganda for the government 
elimination of slums and the control of housing 
for transient workers. It is propaganda against 
the policy of scarcity which permits rich land- 
owners to destroy the products of the land in 
order to keep prices high. In a typical passage 
Steinbeck says: 

"There is a crime here that goes beyond 
denunciation. There is a sorrow here that 
weeping caanot symbolize. There is a failure 
here that topples all other sxtccess. The fer- 
tile earth, the straight roads, the sturdy 
trunks, and the ripe fruit. And children dy~ 
ing of pellagra must die because a profit 
cannot be taken from an orange. The cor- 
oners must fill in the certificates— died of 



malnutrition— because the food must rot, 
must be forced to rot." 

John Dos Passos, in his trilogy entitled U 
S.A., all three of which are packed full of criti- 
cism against the rich for their exploitation of the 
poor, makes one of his characters say: 

"They have clubbed us off the streets, 
they arc stronger, they arc rich and fire the 
politicians, the newspaper editors, the old 
judges, the small men with reputations, the 
college presidents, the ward-hcclers (listen 
business men, college presidents, judges, 
America will not forget her betrayers) they 
hire the men with guns, the uniforms, the 
police cars, tho patrol wagons." 

"America our riation has been beaten by 
strangers . . . their hired men sit on the 
judges bench, they sit with their feet on the 
tables under the dome of the State House, 
they are ignorant of our beliefs, they have 
the dollars, the guns, the armed forces, the 
power plants they have built, the electric 
chair and hired executioner to throw the 
switch— all right we are two nations."
